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World War, Source believes tho factory has some relation to a Diesel engine 
factory which la being put up in Valencia, diiHhWAiiDT is said to be 
contributing capital to this Diesel factory, "cut 7(111 not awn it exclusively. 
BlENHi (?),the man who handled secret accounts in Sofindua during the war, 
worked for the motor factory in Madrid for 3020 tine, but was later dropped 
by B1HKHAR0T - reason unknown. 

5, A new office at Jose Antonio 42 or 46. blH/illAilDT opened this office 
about the middle of September. Source does not know what the purpose of 

this company is, but said it was possibly a money lending business. Last 
year (1947) BEffiiKAKDT was operating a money lending busire as on the Callo 
Zurbano, whore he loaned money at a very high rato of interest. 

6, A bo an factory at ilaliano In the Province of .".ar.tandep . EEBHHAHDT 
provided all tha capital. Doctor X05X, a former teacher of the Colegio Aleman 
in Madrid, is manager and persona de conflanza in this urdortaking. 

7, BSfd.HAfiDT is believed to have recently purchased a big finca somewhere 
near Madrid. Source does not know at all if this is true. BEKKHAHDT is known 
to have a finca in Eenia, near Valencia, which includes a large orange grove, 
and owns still another finca, location unknown. 

6. Secret funds left In BEKsiKAHDT’s custody . Source states that 

Hans Thomson, Waal Party Chief In Spain, who was repatriated at the end of 
tho war, turned over to U£BfiHAGDT soma 1,700,000 pesetas. At the same time 
about 2,000,000 pesetas of SS funds wars put in subject’s custody. 

From tho end of tho war until recently subject made monthly payments 
to some (not manjOwidcrwe of Genian soldiers in Spain. He recently stopped these 
payments to the widows, although source believes he could not have used up 
n»ro than % of these funds. When there was some adverse comment about subject's 
failure to continue the payments, he resumed some of the payments and source 
believes he in making tho payments at the present time. 

Source stated that tha above sums are really "small potatoes"} that 
the German underground in Spain has hundreds of aril lions of pesetas which is 
not being used at the moment, some of it in the form of jewels. 

9. Source states subject tries to give people the impression that he 

needs coney. He is non negotiating for a loan from the government branch (el 
aymdicato) which supervises the Spanish film industry. He is asking for a 
loan of three million pesetas. Source believes a object is doing this In an 
attempt to cover up his true financial status. He has sent large amounts of 
money to Argentina. According to subject's friends, ho has two or throe 
business enterprises in tho Argentina, Recently he complained that one of 
his enterprises In the Argentine was costing him money ics tead of tasking money. 

Subject’s secretary, Mrs, Scheaffer, has mads two trips to Switzerland 
in the last two years. She also made one trip to Portugal and another to 
Argentina. Source believes she assisted in moving some of fibffiiHAHDT’s money 
from Switzerland to Argentina, . lira, Schaeffer travels with a Spanish passport.

She was a German up to tho and of the war, whon she suddenly became a Spanish 
citizen. Her husband was the banner bearer of all Uazi parades, and an official 
of the Harty. He woo previously- a chauffeur and she previously -narked in 3EBU, 
Madrid. The explanation given by HSiUUiAitDT for the trip to Argentina by his 
secretary was that she was assist, ng his wife who visited the Argentine for 
six or eiglit .aontha in 1947 « 

Source states that BlhiliAKDT has a good contact in Argentina in the 
person of the Spanish Aobassador AiiBILZA. He otates that ARKELZA was bribed 
several tines by 3Lid3huaJT during the war, when XA~.Ti.2A held a high poet in 
the Spanish Foreign Office, one favor he did for BHBSiHASDT was ta convince 
Spanish frontier authorities that they should "look the other -Bay 1 ' when German 
supply trucks arrived at tho dpanisli-l'rench border. AhELLZA was paid 500,000 
pesetas for each of hie favors for BiiullAJDT, 

10. BERHHAHOT chose a Spanish manager and director Sir his film company, 
bngjtaritf , a . A r r since it was not advantageous to operate in his own 
name. The manager is a former Gobemedor Civil of Salamanca. BERHHAHDT hired 
two German employees to work with the Spanish manager in the belief that their 
nationality and friendship would naturally make thorn loyal to him (Bernhardt) 
and they could be depended on to report to hia any irregularities In the 
procedures of his Spanish manager. One of tho German employees was Clara ZEPP, 
former secretary to KOSXG, BLEKHAHUT'e righthand man in Go3tano affairs, and 
the other was Adolf HGHR, foraer Sofindus employee. 

BEHMlAHffir recently diamiased eight employees from Sagjtario Films 
and pine Arte, and all eight have filed suit against the companies. Among 
the eight were the two German employees mentioned above. BSRHHAIDT personally 
called the two Ger.aana by telephone and attempted to persuade them to call bn 
him to talk the matter over, and offered to pay them indoumication, which ha 
had at first refused. Ho later sent his secretary. Airs. Enrique Schaeffer, to 
porsuade them from taking action, but they stood firm. Source states the two 
war* fired when BERfSLUiDT began to 303 pact that they were nora loyal to the 
Spanish manager than they were to SEK.'KAItDT, This matter was to bo settled 
at the aaaalon of the Special Court for Labor Affaire on 7 October 1948. 

Tho Spanish manager of the film company, who is an old time Falangists, 
is trying to persuade the Spanish government to taka action against BSRfJKABDT, 
based on the belief that BERNHARDT has been giving information to tho British 
concerning relations of high Spanish officials with the Hazis during tho war. 

In this regard tho Spanish manager has contacted Spanish Hiniater GIRON and 
also the secretary to the .ilinister of Justice, Fernando or Francisco CU5STA. 
Source states that an official of the Spanish ssorat police, one 1ASCAK0, who 
lives on Serrano, is investigating tills matter. LASGMO is convinced of 
BKKNHAHDT's guilt, but will, not taka sny steps until ho has absolute proof. 

11. Source stated that BERNHARDT was on very friendly terms with 
Hllli&'a Uiltcn of the 3rltish Embassy. The latter spent several afternoons 
in BldC.'iiAKQT'a office having tea and talking for several hours at a time.
